in Louisiana, the only real dic- 
tator this Republic has known, 
Huey Pierce Long. 

Dr. Weiss went that evening to 
the state capitol where the day 
before Huey Long had enjoyed 
himself hugely, running the show, 
ordering ‘‘no’’ votes changed to 
‘‘ves.”” On that Sabbath night he 
held a private meeting in his cap- 
itol. Later he and his ever-present 
bodyguard and friends ~ started 
down the marble corridor to the 
governor’s office. 

From behind a column stepped 
Dr. Weiss. He fired directly into 
the governor’s body. He never 
spoke as the guards pumped more 
than 60 bullets into his body and, 
some say, a few into Huey, too. 
It was a wild, hysterical moment. 
Weiss died within seconds. Huey 
Long lingered until Sept. 10.

This 
was when brother Huey refused 
to allow him to be a candidate for 
lieutenant governor. Later, when 
a congressional committee inves- 
tigated an election in which al- 
most a thousand more voters 
had cast ballots than were regis- 
tered, brother Earl had appeared 
against Huey. 

But on the hot, humid night of 
Sept. 10, they were all there. 

Within months after Huey 
Long’s death the organization 


which once held almost a death 
grip on the private business, pol- 
itics and courts of the state be- 
gan to develop a few knocks in its 
own invincible steamroller. 


‘The Boys’ 

Within 10 days after the passing 
of Huey Long ‘‘the boys” had met. 
A ticket was selected. Richard W. 
Leche was to be governor. Broth- 
er Earl, unpopular with most of 
“the boys,”’ was picked as lieuten- 
ant governor, largely because of 
his name. A quotation by Gov. 
Leche well illustrates the political 
morality of the time. ‘‘When I 
took the oath as governor I did 
not take any vows of poverty,”’ he 
was quoted as saying. 

The foundations crumbled slow- 
ly, but steadily. The president of 
the state university, elevated by 
Huey, was revealed as having had 
forged bonds printed. He was ac- 
cused of misappropriating more 
than $300,000. The federal agents 
probed. Gov. Leche resigned. 
Later he went to jail. Dozens of 
the Long machine were hailed into 
court. Many of its chief architects 
went to prison. ‘‘The gravy days’ 
ended in prison stripes and dis- 
integration of the long machine, 
It turned out the newspapers, 
which Huey hated so much, and 
damned as liars, had been telling 
the truth after all. There had been 
almost unbelievable thieving. 


But there was never a criminal 
charge made to stick against Earl 
Long, governor once Leche re- 
signed just ahead of the law. 
Grand juries investigated him 
over and over again. 

One of the old Long crowd said, 
cynically, “‘Earl was just a young 
fellow. They always crowded him 
away from the trough.’’ Long 
said, “They’d have indicted me if 
I had spit on the sidewalk.” 

But Sam Jones, a reform candi- 
date, heat Earl Long in the elec- 
tion. That was 1940. It was hailed 
as the end of the Long power. It 
wasn 't-—as we shall see tomorrow.

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Senator Millican 
Feels the Whip 


A bill aimed at Sen. Everett Millican 
and affecting the rights of the 536,602 
citizens of Fulton County to adequate 
representation has been introduced in the 
State Senate. 

The bill would keep Sen. Millican 
from succeeding himself by adding the 
counties of Clayton and Fayette to the 
52nd district which now is Fulton alone. 
Under the system now in effect in Geor- 
gia, the senatorship of each district ro- 
tates from county to county every two 
years. 

The measure was introduced by Sen. 
W. K. Ponsell of Waycross, who defended 
it by saving it would give “every county 
in the state equal representation in the 
Senate. If this is wrong, the method used 
by the U.S. Senate is wrong.” 

Granted the senator’s logic for the 
sake of argument, it is only fair to point 
out that if the Georgia Senate is to be 
realigned on the plan of the U.S. Senate, 
then the composition of the Georgia House 
should be changed to conform with the 
representation by population pattern of 
the House of Representatives of the US. 
This would entitle Fulton to roughly one- 
seventh or 30 of the seats in the lower 
House instead of the three which it now 
has. 

Fulton, with more than 500,000 peo- 
ple, pays an estimated one-fourth of all 
taxes collected by the state. 

Seldom, in the history of representa- 
tive government have so many people 
been represented by so few and had s0 
little to say about the conduct of their 
affairs. And now Sen. Ponsell comes to 
reduce the situation to absurdity with his 
bill. 

Of course, it is all Sen. Millican’s fault. 
He has been embarrassingly critical of 
the state’s business practices and particu- 
larly of the conduct of the State Purchas- 
ing Department. 

Certainly he, as a former close friend 
6f the administration, should know by 
now that the motto is “you're either with 
me or against me and if you're against 
me, you're going to be punished.”

The Ham in Eisenhower 
Shows at Conference 


President Eisenhower's press confer- 
ence of Wednesday proved to be largely 
@ repeat of what is getting to be an old 
act—will he run or won't he? 

The President, who now obviously 
likes the job of being President, encour- 
aged those who want him to run by say- 
ing none of his family is opposed. There 
had been persistent reports his son, Ma). 
John Eisenhower, was against 
another term and that Mrs. Eisenhower 
was reluctant to see him attempt it. 

The President revealed, too, his liking 
for and full awareness of the power his 
office gives him to dramatize his various 
announcements, He excited the press with 
the statement that he likes the dramatics 
that result from what he says and, there- 
fore, would make the official announce- 
ment of his political intent under the most 
dramatic terms possible. Thereupon he 
added to the suspense by saying he would 
have a physical examination earlier than 
mid-February and would dramatize the 
results as soon thereafter as could be 
managed. 

There is the real possibility he may 
make public the decision while in Geor- 
gia. A trip South, which is to follow the 
examination, is believed to have Secretary 
of the Treasury Humphreys’ Thomasville 
plantation as its objective. 

Shortly after the conference the Presi- 
dent received, direct, a letter from Rus- 
sia’s Prémier Bulganin. It was a message 
concerning the possibilities of peace. For 
the first time it was revealed there has 
been going on an “intermittent” exchange 
of correspondence between the two. As 
to peace, the President said we must 
remain strong and adhere to our prin- 
ciples. 

All this seems to mean the President 
is marking time, politically and person- 
ally. As of now he seems a little closer 
to becoming a candidate than he did in 
his press meeting last week. 

We'll have to wait, it seems, 
while the dramatic window-dressing is 
being arranged to fit the announcement.

People are going to drink if they want it, 
and if they can’t afford the legal product, 
then they are going to drink the cheaper 
boofleg. 

As long as legal whisky is priced be- 
yond the reach of some who must drink, 
they will continue to support the boot- 
leggers and pay, sometimes, with their 
lives.

The latter was 
one of those who served with distinction 
in the Nuernberg trials of the Nazi war 
criminals. 

Both men have given faithful, able 
service on the major court of their state. 
The fact they have announced for re-elec- 
tion brings before the people two of the 
very best justices in the nation. That 
would gratify any state as it gratifies us. 


Let’s Help Administer 
The Knockout to Polio 


Last year will be chalked up in med- 
ical history as the year infantile paralysis 
was dealt its most crushing blow. 

The achievement is strictly American 
and was made possible by all the Ameri- 
can people. Development of the Salk polio 
vaccine resulted from the individual do- 
nations of millions of plain American 
citizens. It was made possible by the 
March of Dimes and the organized com- 
munities all over the land. 

These communities for more than two 
decades have contributed their share. 
Hundreds of thousands of volunteers, in- 
cluding the mothers in their famous 
marches, have joined hands to do bat- 
tle with the deadly virus that is the 
killer and crippler of children and to 
care for the stricken. 

As a result of their efforts, polio vac- 
cine was made available for the first time 
to approximately 250,000 first grade 
school children in Georgia during the last 
year. While the results are not yet tabu- 
lated completely, the reduction in the 
disease among this group is expected to be 
startling. 

With this achievement behind it, the 
National Foundation for Infantile Paraly- 
sis more than ever deserves full support 
of the people of Georgia and the nation 
this year. The March of Dimes is now 
in progress. Its success will make it pos- 
sible to produce more vaccine and to 
develop better vaccines in the war on 
polio. 

Support of the March of Dimes will 
give impetus to one more blow that will 
lead to the final knockout. It will also 
assist in providing medical care and 
therapy to the thousands now afflicted as 
a result of the disease.

Bibb Health Board Is 
On Side of Fluoridation 


After patiently examining both sides 
of the fluoridation issue, the Macon-Bibb 
County Board of Health has unanimously 
recommended fluoridation of water sup- 
plies within its jurisdiction. 

Further support for the program comes 
nationally from a reputable magazine, 
“Good Housekeeping.” 

A reader asks the magazine's “Ques- 
tion Box,” “Will the development of flu- 
oride dentrifices make fluoridation of 
water supplies unnecessary? Do you con- 
sider both safe?” 

The conductor of the department re- 
plies, “The answer to the first question 
is no; to the second, yes.” 

He goes on to cite the Newburgh- 
Kingston study and to say: 

“This study, and many others, have 
convinced such responsible bodies as 
the United,States Public Health Serv- 
ice, the American Dental Association, 
the American Medical Association, and 
others of the complete safety, as well 
as effectiveness, of this method for the 
control of tooth decay. Good House- 
keeping concurs in this opinion.” . 

In short, fluoridation has the “Good 


Housekeeping” seal of approval, along 
with that of the Macon-Bibb Health 
Board.

Col. Van Leer Devoted Life to Education 
And Strove To Make Tech a Great College 


Atlanta—Not only Atlanta and 
Georgia but the entire nation suf- 
fered a terrible loss in the death 
of Col. Blake Van Leer.

I seldom agree with the governor 
of Georgia, but I do in his expres- 
sion that it will indeed be difficult 
to replace him.

During these years the system 
has grown from an enrollment of 
2.650 students to 4.222. Many basic 
changes have taken place over 
these years and Mr. Trotti had an 
influential hand in each.

Will Congress Cut 


President’s Duties? 


WASHINGTON—The _ _iviews 


Eisenhower, former President Truman and for- 


of President 


mer President Hoover are now before Congress 
on aspects of one of the most important set of measures to come 


before this legislative session. 


Three bills dealing with the presidency and its organization have 


already been introduced by Rep. 
and they are: 

1—To clear up a blind spot in the 
Constitution by providing through 
constitutional amendment that the 
Supreme Court shall determine 
when the president is unable to 
discharge his duties and when 
these duties shall, short of death, 
devolve upon the vice president. 

2—To create a special commis- 
sion to survey the whole field of 
freeing the president from lesser 
administrative and supervisory 
duties. 

3—To establish a new position of 
administrative vice president un- 
der the president, as proposed by 
Mr. Hoover, to help the chief ex- 
ecutive carry out his duties. 


On the specific issue of creating 
the position of administrative vice 
president, the opinions of the three 
witnesses most qualified to speak 
Vary. 

Mr. Truman counsels against 
any such step on the ground that 
the ‘‘functions of the presidency as 
set out in the Constitution should 
not be touched.”” He warns against 
any delegation of functions which 
might have the effect of diluting 
the powers and responsibility of 
the president. 

President Eisenhower states that 
while his experience has not shown 
any need for an administrative 
vice president since, as he sees it,

the proper delegation of duties can 
be worked out without it, he would 
not oppose any action by Congress 
to create the office. 

Mr. Hoover, stressing the fact 
that the burdens on the president 
have “fabulously increased,” 
strongly urges that an administra- 
tive vice president would greatly 
assist the president, strengthen his 
proper control over the 1900 fed- 
eral agencies under his direction 
and prove a source of efficiency 
and economy to the government. 

“The problem here,” he stated, 
“is not to diminish the constitu- 
tional responsibilities of the pres- 
ident but to reduce the unneces- 
sary activities and detail imposed 
upon him.” 

On the broad question of freeing 
the presidency from lesser admin- 
istrative duties it is obvious that 
there are some who are eager to 
have Congress go into all this in 
the expectation that it will keep 
public attention focused on Mr. 
Eisenhower’s health and there are 
others who shrink from it for the 
Same reason. 

I am sure that a frank and thor- 
ough examination of this matter 
by Congress does not embarrass 
Mr. Eisenhower in the least. And 
it wouldn’t matter if it did; it is 
too important.

question of whether President Eisenhower will seck a second term is 


answered officially. 

Sen. Knowland is able to avoid 
an open challenge to the Presi- 
dent, which such an act normally 
would be, by these circumstances: 

1. The President publicly invited 
aspiring Republicans to enter pri- 
maries. 

2. The senator has made it clear 
that he will support the President 
if the latter intends to run again. 

3. His entry into the Illinois and 
Alaska primaries was by mere ac- 
quiescence to the filing of his name 
by supporters and not at his own 
initiative. 

It must be pointed out that there 
is, nevertheless, boldness in the 
California senator’s entry into the 
Republican nomination contest 
while the President is still a possi- 
ble candidate. None other has been 


so daring despite the President's . 


invitation. His seizing of the op- 
portunity is of itself a measure 
of the Californian’s compelling 
desire to seek the presidency. He 
has not sought to conceal that. 

To him, entry in the primaries 
looks like a good gamble — and 
so it appears when you weigh the 
factors. 

If the President decides not to 
run again, then Sen. Knowland will 
have a head start over other and 
later entrants. Incidentally he 
believes that the President is not 
going to be a candidate. That was 
an influence in his own decision 
to get in early. If he is wrong 
and the President should seek re- 
nomination then the senator can 


retire gracefully according to plan. 
In his bid for the nomination 


Sen. Knowland is not acting only 
for himself. 


_He is providing, in his condi- 
tional candidacy, a rallying point 
for the still sizable element in 
the Republican Party — if re- 
cently quiescent — that rallied for 
several years about the late Sen. 
Robert A. Taft of Ohio. By get- 
ting an early start Sen. Knowland 
is alerting this wing of his party 
to get ready to spring into activity 
should the President withdraw and 
in that eventuality to organize it- 
self for the certain contest with 
the Eisenhower wing at the con- 
vention. The latter will seek to 
hold control of the party and pick 


one of its own choice for the nom- 
ination. 


Sen. Knowland is the recognized 
heir to leadership of the Taft wing. 
He was picked by Sen. Taft as the 

_Ohioan’s understudy and successor 
in the party leadership in the Sen- 
ate and by occupying that impor- 
tant post he is the figure in the 
Taft wing who holds the highest 
and most influential position in the 
administration — and also in Con- 
gress. 


The Illinois primary on April 10 
is ideal for him. Tlinois was al- 
ways a staunch Taft state in the 
late senator's three attempts to 
win the GOP nomination. Primary 
results there, however, are not 
binding upon the delegates at the 
convention, only advisory.

An Atlantan who has lived by a philosophy 
to ‘‘grow old gracefully and stay young men- 
tally,” is planning an active retirement. 

Mrs. Eloise Grant, chief operator for the 
Southern Bell Telephone Co., is retiring after 
47 years of service. 

Mrs. Grant first joined the telephone organi- 
zation as an operator at Senoia, at the age of 
17. She became a supervisor, assistant chief 
operator and, in 1921, became chief operator. 
She has served in this capacity in Atlanta since 
1921. 

Mrs. Grant has served under six Southern 
Bell presidents and has guided the activities 
of thousands of telephone operators. Her career 
has been sparked by several ‘“‘firsts’’ in tele- 
phone communication. 

In 1915, Mrs. Grant plugged in on the first 
transcontinental telephone call. Theodore N. 
Vale, then president of American Telephone & 
Telegraph, participated in the event, listen- 
ing in on the call from his yacht, which was 
docked at St. Augustine. 

The call, from New York to San Francisco, 
passed through Mrs. Grant’s switchboard in 
Jacksonville so that Mr. Vale could participate. 

Among her most vivid memories is her 
service during the flu epidemic of 1918. Sev- 
enty-five per cent of the operators were sick, 
and Mrs. Grant remembers manning the switch- 
board for her longest shift. She doesn’t recall 
how many hours she worked without relief. 

“The switchboard was so busy,’’ Mrs. Grant 
recalled, ‘“‘that only emergency calls could be 
handled.”’ 

In 1923, as chief operator, Mrs. Grant was 
present at the advent. of the dial system in 
Atlanta. 

During the Florida land boom of 1925, Mrs 
Grant was “‘loaned’’ to the Jacksonville office. 

‘There were not enough experienced opera- 
tors to take care of the calls,”’ she explained. 

Mrs. Grant, a member of the Telephone 
Pioneers of America, said training methods 
have improved with the progressive service of 
her company. 

“In the early days,’’ she continued, “‘we did 
not have training schools for employes.”’ 

Very few women had ventured into the busi- 
ness world when Mrs. Grant launched her ca- 
reer, 

“Conditions were entirely different then,” she

He eats with his fingers. He gurgles. He laps. He spews. 
And you admonish, you threaten, you gag. 

Aren’t you the silly, old-fashioned bigot? All you have to do 
is say to your hungry child, “‘Let’s play caveman; let’s all eat 


food with our fingers.’’ 

A little book of how to play 
with one’s child Contains this 
jewel of a suggestion. It is in a 
section on “The Child and Ta- 
ble Manners” and the easy im- 
partation of same to same. The 
caveman meal should be a real 
meal in a real house with real 
food, and the suggested pattern 
of conduct goes like this: 


“No conversation is permitted 
at this meal. All requests are 
made with grunts. All members 
of the family try to hog the best 
pieces of food.”’ : 
WHAT’S NEXT? 

Such an example, the writer 
said, illustrates more usefully 
the desirability of mannerly eat- 
ing than any amount of admoni- 
tion. 

Unfortunately, his outline 
stopped with the three sentences 
quoted. What next, pray? Are 
bones, when not crunched be- 
tween neanderthal jaws, to be 
tossed under the table? Or 
thrown at one’s dinner partner? 
Are mashed potatoes to be 
lapped up, puppy fashion? Is 
milk to be drunk from the pitch- 
er, the bottle, or the cow? And 
who cleans up the mess? 


ADDED ACTIVITY 

Don’t stop there, however. 
Parents are advised to ‘‘connect

Arteriosclerosis Seen 
As Disease, Not Aging 


We are beginning to believe 
that hardening of the arteries is 
a disease rather than part of 
the aging process. This means 
it could be prevented, treated, 
or cured. 


Aging has been blamed be- 
cause the condition takes time 
to develop. But other factors, in- 
cluding hormones and diet, play 
a role. 

The possible relationship be- 
tween diet, calories and ar- 
teriosclerosis stems from obser- 
vations that the disease seldom 
occurs in nationalities and races 
that consume high protein diets 
devoid of fats. These individuals 
usually are thin, active and of- 
ten uncivilized. 

Objection to bringing this 
group into the controversy is that 
they have a life expectancy of 
approximately 30 years of age 
because of their susceptibility to 
infection. 

In other words, they don’t live 
long enough to develop arte- 
riosclerosis. Hardening of the 
arteries is more prevalent in 
races with a high fat and choles- 
terol intake. We belong to this 
group. 

As man becomes more civil- 
ized, his taste improves and he 
adds more fat to his meals. This 
nutriment is derived largely 
from dairy and poultry products, 
in contrast to the diet of primi- 
tive food-gathering peoples. 


Statistics show Americans now 
obtain 40 per cent of their cal- 
ories from fat. Their daily con- 
sumption is equivalent to 19 
tablespoons in contrast to the 
Chinese who take less than two 
tablespoons. 

Much of this fat is invisible 
because it is hidden in eggs, 
milk, nuts, olives, fish, and pas- 
try. Even the leanest has an ap- 
preciable amount between the 
muscle fibers. 

On the other hand, we see the 
fats in olive oil, cream, butter, 
salad dressing, pork, peanut but- 
ter, and that trimmed from 
meat and fowl. 

Oleomargarine and shortening 
contain vegetable fat. With our 
longer life expectancy, these fats 
and calories are sticking to our 
arteries as well as to our ribs. 

The high fat-high caloric diet is 
only one facet to the problem. 
It is not a coincidence that wom- 
en are less susceptible to heart 
disease than are middle-aged 
men. 

It is true that women take 
stress and strain in their stride 
and are less inclined to want to 
conquer the world or make mil- 
lions. But this is not the only 
reason why there are so many 
more widows than widowers. 

We know that the female sex 
hormones (estrogens) discourage 
fatty molecules from lodging in 
the arteries and setting the stage 
for arteriosclerosis. 

In the future, more use will be 
made of hormone therapy along 
with the low fat diet in prevent- 
ing heart attacks and treating 
the effects of coronary throm- 
bosis.

PREGNANCY FACT 


The first pregnancy is usually 
more difficult than later preg- 
nancies, for the expectant par- 
ents don’t know what to antici- 
pate, 

So they conjure up a great 
many needless worries. And 
some wives do take advantage 
of their relatives to gain extra 
sympathy. 

But there are certain physical 
discomforts present; consequent- 
ly husbands dare not make fun of 
their wives and call them hypo- 
chondriacs. 

So let’s banish some of the 
needless pregnancy fears. First, 
the expectant mother cannot 
“mark” her baby by her fears 
or odd food desires. 

In earlier days, when we en- 
joyed a more limited diet, some 
pregnant women would have a 
craving for fruits out of season 
or special foods. 

For this reason, they were 
often terrified by neighboring 
grandmothers who told them 
they’d mark their unborn child 
with a strawberry red blotch or 
some other scar that resembled 
the food which they craved. 

That’s not true, so dismiss this 
anxiety at once. But go to your 
physician for regular checkups. 
If he says you are O.K., then 
you need not fret about medical 
dreads. 

BEWARE 

Wives, however, must beware 
lest they slip into the subcon- 
scious category of a “medical 
specimen.”’ 

If their physical condition is 
stressed unduly and they be- 
come linked with hospitals and 
medical odors, their husbands 
may grow somewhat squeamish 
toward them. 

Oh, the husbands may still be 
dutiful and respectful and con- 
siderate and delighted about the 
forthcoming baby. 

But they may lose their phys- 
{eal ardor. For their wife may 
have become a medical speci- 


men instead of a thrilling sweet- 
heart. 

In their resulting torment that 
they are growing impotent, they 
may become neurotic males and 
even get drunk and unwittingly 
become involved in an illicit af- 
fair. 


Wives, be sure you realize that 
pregnancy should not convert 
you into this ‘“‘medical speci- 
men’”’ class. For it causes much 
heartache and the wives can’t 
understand why a husband would 
be unfaithful at such a time. 


CHILDBIRTH DATA 


The duration of labor with the 
firstborn child averages about 
18 hours. This drops to 12 hours 
for the second. 


The muscles of the womb con- 
tract rhythmically to force the 
baby’s head downward by very 
gradual degrees. 

Don’t try to speed up the pro- 
cess for this may injure the 
baby’s skull and thus promote 
brain bleeding.

When you reach the hospital, 
the attending physician makes a 
rectal examirfation to find out 
how widely the cervix (neck) of 
the womb is dilated. 

For that indicates about — 
long it will be hefore the ( ba 
arrives, and enables the interne 
to call the attending physician 
about an hour before he is 
needed. Remember, busy doc- 
tors can’t sit around for 18 
hours waiting for your baby.
